of 700,000 thalers was paid for the crown 
alone. 

And these were the insignia worn by the 
rulers of Austria when, upon being elected 
emperors of the former German Empire, 
they entered Frankfurt-on-the-Main for 
their pompous coronation. The magnif- 
cent crown of the Empress, of which the 
value is said to be three millions of gulden 
($1,260,000), was not finished until 1867; 
its principal gems, diamonds, characterized 
by their immense size and purity, are of 
Amsterdam cut and belonged to the jewels 
of the Empress Maria Theresa. 

In the center of this room there stands 
moreover an octagonal glass case, in which 
are displayed 30 odd badges of orders thick- 
ly studded with diamonds and brilliants. 

Several varieties of the Order of the 
Golden Fleece appear, the order of Stephan 
and Leopold in brilliants, the great Toison 
(Golden Fleece) order, consisting of 150 
solitaire diamonds of rare size and beauty, 
from the center of which gleams the world- 
famous “Frankfort,” of 42% carats, are all 
present in majestic elegance. 

Among the private or personal jewels of 
the imperial family safely guarded here, 
comprising diadems, necklaces, earrings, 
bracelets, buttons, rings, pins, combs, 
agraffes, and so on, we must not fail to 
direct our readers to the fourth largest dia- 
mond in the world, the so-called “Floren- 
tine,” weighing 133% Viennese carats (5 
carats l gramme). 

At one time this jewel belonged to 
Charles the Bold, who, on account of the 
secret miraculous power attributed to pre- 
cious stones, always wore it in battle, 
where, in fact, he lost it, July 22, 1476, at

To whom do these 
precious relics belong? Since Aug. 6, 1806, 
now over 100 years, they have been with- 
out an owner, because, in consequence of 
the formation of the Rhenish Confedera- 
tion Emperor Francis II. of Austria found 
himself compelled to lay aside his imperial 
dignity, which there and then made an end 
of the Roman-German Empire, which had 
endured 1,000 years. 

The new German Empire has no polit- 
ical connection whatever with the old one, 
even though in its heroic personages it pos- 
sess in common with it an august historical 
past The peculiar. constitution of the 
present Gergan empire, which makes the 
emperor only the executor of the resolu- 
tions of the Confederation Council and the 
Imperial Parliament, precludes all employ- 
ment of scepter and orb as symbols of un- 
limited power, and the Germans have not 
even any designs for such useless acces-

A Beautiful Yacht Prize for the Northwest- 
ern Regatta Association. 


HERE was completed, last year, for the 
Northwestern Regatta Association of 
Chicago, one of the handsomest, as well 
as one of the most original and artistic, 
yacht prizes that has been made in many 
years, It is now raced for annually by 
the following clubs: Fox Lake Yacht 
Club, Lake Geneva Yacht Club, Oconomo- 
woc Lake Club, Oconomowoc Yacht Club, 
Pewaukee Yacht Club, Pistakee Yacht 
Club, Delevan Lake Yacht Club, Lake 
Geneva Country Club, Oshkosh Yacht Club 
and L. Butte Des Morts Yacht Club. 

The trophy, which was designed and 
made by Tiffany & Co., New York, is in 
the form of a tall and graceful sterling 
silver vase, upon which the exquisite enam- 
eling marks a notable advance in decora- 
tive metal work. The body of the vase is 
in a soft, light-gray finish and the enamel- 
ing and gold lettering are all made to har- 
monize with this effect. The chief decora- 
tion consists of a. flock of terns, some in 
flight, others hovering near the shore over 
a growth of beach grass. 

How carefully the artist has studied his 
subject is revealed in the winged position 
of the birds—the perfect simulation of wav- 
ing grass, and the sandy effect at the base, 
representing the beach, all of which are 
depicted with remarkable fidelity to life. 
The gray and white plumage of the birds, 
the grayish green of the grass, the granu- 
lated finish representing the sand, and the 
blue sea shown between the blades of the 
grass, have all been worked out by the 
enameler in a most successful and_ har- 
monious manner. Around the shoulder of 
the vase are the words, “Northwestern Re- 
gatta Association.” They are inlaid with 
gold, the tone of the yellow metal blend- 
ing with the silver, although affording 
sufficient contrast to be legible. 

The vase stands on a violet-wood base, 
bearing the signal flags of the association 
enameled on silver, and a representation of 
a race between two “Class A raters.” 

The cup is 20 inches high irrespective of 
the wooden base, and contains nearly 200 
ounces of sterling silver.

Newman Clock Co. Sues Watchman’s 
Clock & Supply Co., Alleging In- 
fringement of a Patent. 

A bill of complaint has been filed in the 
United States Circuit Court at New York 
by the Newman Clock Co. against Charles 
A. Nanz, doing business under the style of 
Watchman’s Clock & Supply Co., 123 Lib- 
erty St., New York, which alleges that the 
defendant has infringed on the patents pro- 
tecting certain improvements in watchman’s 
clocks held by the complainant. 

The complaint recites that Dec. 9, 1899, 
Abraham Newman, then a resident of Chi- 
cago, made application for letters patent of 
the United ‘States in accordance with the 
then existing laws, and that patent No. 
676,764 was granted Abraham Newman 
June 18, 1901, which granted to Mr. New- 
man, his heirs, executors and assigns for 
the term of 17 years the exclusive right of 
making, using and rendering certain im- 
provements in watchman’s clocks through- 
out the United States. This patent, it is 
set forth, was assigned and transferred to 
the Newman Clock Co. 

The complaint alleges that “the de- 
fendant, well knowing the rights of the 
complainant, has nevertheless contrived 
and conspired with others to deprive it of 
the profits, benefits and advantages which 
might and otherwise would have accrued 
from the said patents, has since the assign- 
ment of said patent sold and caused others 
to manufacture and use, without a license 
and against the complainant’s will, and in 
violation of its rights, and does now con- 
tinue to sell and to cause others to manu- 
facture and sell, devices or apparatus which 
embody the invention or discovery claimed 
in the patent.” . 

It is claimed the defendant refuses to pay 
to the complainant any of the profits which 
it has made by the manufacture and sale of 
the device which it is alleged is embodied 
in the patent, and it is asked that the de- 
fendant be decreed to account for and 
pay the profits or income derived from the 
alleged violation of the complainant’s 
patent. 

It is asked that a writ of injunction be 
issued enjoining and restraining the de- 
fendant and all others associated with him 
from further manufacture, use or sale of 
the patented improvements or any part 
thereof, and that the alleged infringing de- 
vices in the possession of the defendant be 
destroyed or delivered to the complainant 
for that purpose. 

No answer to the complaint has yet been 


filed.

James Porter, Arrested for Robbing New 
Orleans Jewelers, Admits He Also 
Operated at Memphis, Tenn. 

New Or.eans, La., Feb. 24.—James Por- 
ter, alias Kelly, who, as told in the last 
issue of THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR-WEEKLY, 
has been under arrest here charged with 
operating the substitution trick at the stores 
of A. Baumann, 1825 Magazine St., T. 
Hausmann & Sons, 818 Poydras St., and 
Wm, Frantz & Co., 142 Carondelet St., pre- 
viously worked the same game in Memphis, 
Tenn., as was suspected by the police after 
his arrest. The fact was established by the 
confession which Porter made Saturday, in 
which he admitted that he had taken a 
$300 ring from the Bailer Mfg. Co., 78 N. 
Main St., Memphis. 

Porter, as told last week, was arrested 
after he had substituted a cheap ring for 
one with a diamond weighing 1% carats 
in Mr. Baumann’s Mr. Baumann 
succeeded in locating him by the aid of the 
police and two clerks of TIT, Hausmann & 
Sons, who had followed him some time 
previously after he had visited the Haus- 
mann establishment, and learned where he 
was boarding. After his arrest the other 
charges * against him came out, and the 
police located some of the stolen jewelry 
at a second-hand store kept by a man 
named Fertel, 

Porter began to break down under con- 
finement, and when questioned about the 
evidence which the police had, that he had 
been in Memphis, Saturday voluntarily told 
the officers that he had visited the store of 
the Bailey Mfg, Co., in Memphis, on Jan. 
19, and while looking at diamond rings had 
taken one from the tray, substituting a 
cheap ring in its place. The same night he 
left for New Orleans, where he sold the 
ring to Fertel for $90. An affidavit 
charging the dealer with receiving stolen 
goods has been lodged. 

The Memphis authorities have been noti- 
fied, and they will probably take action 
against Porter as soon as the local charges 
are disposed of. -

$62; James E. Blake Co., $130; Chas, A. 
Becker, $50; B. S. Freeman Co., $214; M. 
D. Eisen, $100; M. Bernstein, $100. 

Prior to Nov. 12, 1908, Bernstein was a 
member of the firm of Kahn & Bernstein, 
and of the foregoing indebtedness the above 
named as firm debts were assumed by the 
bankrupt by the dissolution agreement. 

Judge Holt referred the bankruptcy mat- 
ter to N. A, Prentiss, and it will come up 
March 2.

Efforts Being Made to Strengthen Mem- 
bership of the American National 
Retail Jewelers’ Association. 


BLAIRSVILLE, Pa., Feb. 23.—J. P. Archi- 
bald of this town, who is president of the 
American National Retail Jewelers’ Asso- 
ciation, with the co-operation of the other 
officers of the organization, is* making a 
determined effort to strengthen the asso- 
ciaion in various parts of the country, par- 
ticularly in those States in which the or- 
ganization is not now representative of the 
trade, or its membership very weak. The 
success of the efforts of himself and the 
officers in the Pennsylvania Retail Jewel- 
ers’ Association in enlarging the member- 
ship in this State, which has resulted in 
bringing into the fold most of the large 
and prominent dealers of such 
Pittsburg and Philadelphia, encourages the 
organization officials, as they feel that what 
can be done in two great cities of Penn- 
sylvania, where the apathy has been as 
strong as anywhere else, can be done in 
other cities of the east and west. 

Not only is Mr. Archibald arranging the 
strengthening of the State associations, but 
he is issuing a suggestion to the trade to 
form local organizations in all boroughs, 
cities and towns for the purpose of rem- 
edying local conditions, eliminating the 
mean elements of competition, etc. His 
idea is that jewelers form a “round table” 
association in the various towns, meeting 
formally one evening a month during the 
Winter to exchange their views on various 


topics. 


cities as 


His suggestion in full is as follows: 


I wish to suggest that every borough or city 
having a dozen or more retail jewelers organize 
a “Jewelers’ Round Tablé.” In country districts 
where there are no large boroughs or cities, we 
suggest that the retail jewelers form the round 
table for the county. In large cities, the jewelers’ 
club, or the 24-karat clubs, probably take the place 

f these round tables. 

This round table or association should meet one 
evening each month, during the Winter months. 
They might omit a couple months during the Sum- 
mer, if they so desired. These meetings, if need 
be, could be held in a retail jeweler’s store, and 
consequently, have little or no cost to the members. 

One purpose of this round table is to get the 
competitors together, and also to make retail jew- 
elers acquainted with each other. I find in my 
travels among retail jewelers of this country, that 

the cities of any size, the retail jewelers do 
not know each other personally. In small towns 

d country districts the retail jewelers know one 
inother to the extent that they do not speak. 
lf we had a meeting of the retail jewelers every 

nth in every city or town or county as aforesaid, 

| jewelers could become well acquainted and in a 

rt time, I believe, all jewelers would attend 

ese monthly meetings, and the petty jealousies 
it exist to-day between competitors would soon 
eliminated. 

[ have noticed many instances already where 

mpetitors in the same town have attended State 
eetings of retail jewelers, and after hearing 

e addresses and mingling with the other men at 

meeting, shook hands, made up, and went 
me the best of friends. And from that time on 

became warm friends in their own town, 
tead of bitter enemies. This one result would 
f great assistance to the trade. I believe that 
ocking’’ would be at an end, just as soon as 
ry retail jeweler finds that his competitor is 
friend. 

ne of the first lessons that every retail jew- 

must learn is that competition begins at home, 
that his competition will be very materially 
ened if his competitors are his personal friends. 

a round table to which I here refer, there 

| be little expense, if any. Every month there 
it be a brief outline of topics to discuss. At 
meetings there need be no set speeches—just 
informal meeting. Every jeweler should take 
active part. Each can submit his grievances 


to his brother competitors and feel that he is not 
giving away a secret. At such meetings all these 
questions pertaining to watch repairs, cutting of 
i guaranteeing goods, credits, hiring of 
watchmakers, apprentices, closing of stores on 
holidays, and’ hundreds of other questions which 
daily confront the retail jeweler, could be talked 
over and amicably settled. 

These small associations or round tables, in a 
short time, would soon be the means of inducing 
each retail jeweler to join his State association, 
and thus become a member of the American Na- 
tional Retail Jewelers’ Association. We grant that 
very little work with manufacturers or jobbers 
could be done with these round tables, only that 
the matters pertaining to all trade abuses being so 
thoroughly discussed at such gatherings, can be 
taken up more intelligently at State associations, 
and also at national associations. 

These round tables would be the means of dis- 
seminating knowledge to the trade. Not all the 
jewelers take trade journals, and many who do 
take journals do not read them, so the little asso- 
ciation meetings each month would help them. 

What county, what borough, or city will be first 
to start a monthly evening meeting of retail jew- 
? What member of his State and the national 
association will organize a round table in his home 
town or county? Let us hear from you. A per- 
sonal letter from any jeweler along this line will 
be appreciated.

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Second Annual Convention of the Indiana Retail Jewelers’ 
Association. 














INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb, 25.—The second 
annual convention of the Indiana Retai! 
Jewelers’ Association was held in the as 
sembly hall of the Claypool Hotel, this city, 
Feb. 23-24. About one-third of the mem- 
bers were present, and the sessions during 
the two days were devoted wholly to topics 
of business interest. 

For the first time since its organization 
the association did not have a formal pro- 
gramme. The only address, aside from the 
annual address of President C. Z. Rowe, 
was that given by Charles T, Higginbotham, 
of the South Bend Watch Co., at a special 
session held, on Tuesday evening, of the 
convention. 

Because of the fact that parcels post has 
been under discussion, and that the In- 
diana Legislature is in session, the associa- 
tion had much to discuss. The question of 
amending the constitution also required 
considerable time, so that additional fea- 
tures on the programme could hardly have 
been crowded into a two days’ meeting. 

One of the satisfactory features of the 
convention were the reports that conditions 
are improving relative to the selling at re- 
tail by certain wholesalers and jobbers. 
The association has made considerable prog- 
ress in correcting this phase of the jewelry 
trade, although a few complaints are still 
made, . 

President Rowe made a strong plea 
against parcels post and urged that efforts 
be devoted to increase the membership of 
the association in his annual address, given 
at the opening session, 

Appress OF Presipent C. Z. Rowe. 

It affords me much pleasure to announce the 
second annual meeting of the Indiana Retail Jew- 
elers’ Association. We have assembled with hopes 
that our work has been a benefit to every legiti- 
mate retail jeweler in the great State of Indiana. 
I sincerely hope that all the jewelers in the State 
who are not members of our association, will see 
their way clear to come in and lend us a helping 
hand. We must eliminate self and lift up our 
profession, and by so doing, we will certainly 
help ourselves. We can hardly expect to reach 
ideal conditions in this world. I believe, how- 
ever, there is a chance for improvement, although 
I fail to see much salvation for us unless our work 
is a success. One great objectionable feature is, 

e depend entirely too much upon the other fellow 
to do what we ought to do ourselves. I don’t 
elieve there is anyone present to-day that could

Ve are greatly in need of some method of com- 
nication. There never was an organization of 
kind that was ever very successful without a 
ith-piece of its own. As proof of my assertion 


I refer to the Hardware Bulletin, which has been 
in the field several years, and besides, not only 
being of great value in the way of communica- 
tion, it is also bringing the association a very 
handsome income from the advertising secured. 

{ am satisfied it has done more to build up that 
organization than anything they could have done, 
and I want to say they are at the top of all retail 
associations. I know what I am talking about, as 
the paper is edited and published in my home 
town. I have had many personal chats with its 
editor. In my opinion the hardware people would 
never have arisen to that high elevation which 
they now occupy, without the aid of their paper. 
I am told they have something over 800 members 
in gocd standing in the State of Indiana. 

We have some members that are opposed to an 
official organ and think we can accomplish more 
in a quiet way, by means of correspondence, quiet 
meetings, etc., but I cannot quite agree with them 
in that respect. I feel that we must have a better 
way to get at these things. The fact that there is 
no way to communicate the many grievances that 
come up from time to time as satisfactorily as 
through the columns of an official paper and, gen- 
tlemen, I have often said, we are greatly in need 
of this means of communication. One way to be 
successful is to pattern after those that are making 
a success. 

I now wish to occupy a little of your time with 
reference to parcels post legislation. No doubt 
many of you will understand the nature of this 
proposition. There may be some here that have 
given this matter no attention and, for the benefit 
of those, I will explain the danger that over- 
shadows us, should a rural parcels post become 
a law. 

Postmaster General Meyer is very persistent, 
and it was through him and the postmaster at 
Goshen, Ind., that Albert J. Beveridge, senior 
Senator from Indiana, recently introduced a joint 
resolution advocating an experimental parcels post, 
to be tried in a few counties in different States, 
which that portion of the congressional record 
will show. 

Information came by wire to the National Hard- 
ware Association headquarters that the Hoosier 
Senator had introduced the resolution. The hard- 
ware people immediately took the matter in hand 
and wired the two Senators from Indiana. The 
next day they sent out 500 letters all over the 
country. Following this the secretary went to 
Philadelphia to arrange for the fight. This aroused 
me to action and I immediately wrote to Senator 
Beveridge. 

I then wrote every State official of the Indiana 
association and a few outside the State, asking 
them. to put up a fight. 

The experimental parcels post measure was at- 
tached to the appropriation bill, and I am glad 
to inform you that it has been killed. The credit 
has been extended to Senator Bailey, of Texas. 
The Senator rose to a point of order. 

This will end parcels post legislation so far as 
this session of Congress is concerned, but it will 
no doubt come up again in the 61st Congressional 
meeting, and we must be prepared to fight it to 
the bitter end. 1 know of nothing that would be 
as dangerous to the welfare of the small retail 
dealers all over this country. I believe I am safe 
in saying that there is not one small dealer in the 
United States who wouldn’t be seriously crippled, 
if not put entirely out of business, should a do- 
mestic parcels post become a law. I think it is 
well night time that we prepare to fight for our 
rights. 

The advisability of establishing an annual 
school for instruction in watchmaking, 
charges to be made for engraving and a dis- 

cussion of trade evils occupied much of the 
first day’s sessions, The question of estab- 
lishing schools was one carried over from 
last year’s convention, and which will be 
given further consideration next year. The 
Elgin, Dueber, South Bend, Rockford and 
Waltham watch companies have offered to 
send instructors if such a school is estab- 
lished, but the convention felt that the time 
was not quite ripe for completing plans. 





On the question of engraving charges 
there was a diversity of opinion. Several 
believed that a charge should be made for 
all engraving done; others insisted that 
where the jeweler sold the article he should 
engrave two or three letters free, making a 
charge for work in addition to this amount. 
In a general discussion “for the good of 
the order” C,. F. Artes, Evansville, advised 
the jewelers to handle only the best grade 
of plated ware, He recalled that he had 
once sold a physician a set of single plated 
teaspoons and that some time afterwards 
the physician had returned them, insisting 
that they had been sold as triple plated. 
Fortunately a record had been kept of the 
transaction, and the physician was con- 
vinced of his error. The one instance, con- 
tinued Mr. Artes, convinced him that it was 
the best policy to keep only the highest 
grade. 

This also brought from Mr, Artes a sug- 
gestion that the national association adopt 
a trade-mark to be controlled by the asso- 
ciation and used by manufacturers of all 
lines of jewelry, as a mark of quality. The 
national association now has such a ques- 
tion under consideration, 

J. A. Oswald, secretary of the associa- 
tion, condemned the methods of certain 
manufacturers in giving larger discounts to 
mail order houses and larger dealers than 
to the small dealers. He said this resulted 
in unfair competition, stating that for one 
quality of plated teaspoons the mail order 
houses paid $1.72, while the small dealer 
paid from $2.25 to $2.50 a dozen for them. 

The recommendations in the annual ad- 
dress of the president that parcels post be 
opposed developed considerable discussion, 
leading to the adoption of the following 
resolution : 

“Resolved, That we, the Indiana Retail 
Jewelers’ Association, are opposed to a 
parcels post measure of any kind whatso- 
ever.” 

In connection with his address, President 
Rowe read the following reply from Sena- 
tor Albert J, Beveridge to the letter Mr. 
Rowe wrote to him some time ago: * 

“Thank you for your very clear letter of 
Feb. 9 regarding parcels post, I am in- 
clined to agree with you in many of your 
views, but it is clear that you misapprehend 
the purpose of this experiment as well as 
the effect of the experiment itself. There 
is a growing and very powerful movement 
in favor of a general parcels post system. 
Neither on that subject nor any other sub- 
ject am I willing to make up my mind until 
I am in possession of the fullest possible 
information, 

“T cannot see how we are to get this in- 
formation except by a practical test that 
cannot hurt anyone and may develop the 
evil features of this system, if there are 
any of the latter.. It occurred to me as 
being the most businesslike and sensible 
thing to do to have it tried in counties 
where the largest information would result. 

“T am sending you under separate cover 
that portion of the Congressional record 
which contains the resolution, my explana- 
tion of the same, and Senator Tillman’s 
colloquy with me, which I beg you to read 
carefully. 

“Thank you again for writing me so 
frankly and fully. Please feel that any

lhe annual report of Secretary Oswald 
showed a satisfactory gain in membership 
and in the financial condition of the associa- 
tion, He reported that there are now 125 
members in the association. He also said 
that the association now has members in 
practically every county in Indiana, and 
spoke of the bill pending before the Legis- 
lature prohibiting fraudulent advertising of 
jewelry, He said he had sent a copy of the 
bill to the president of the national associa- 
tion, with a result that it had been intro- 
duced in the Pennsylvania Legislature as 
well as in those of several other States, 

A special committee took the following 
communication to the legislature, just be- 
fore the convention adjourned Wednesday 
afternoon : 

To tHe House AND SENATE OF THE STATE OF IN- 

DIANA: 

We, the Indiana Retail Jewelers’ Association, in 
convention assembled, petition your honorable body 
for the passage of House Bill No. 253, as same will 
be a great service in correcting and eliminating to 
a great extent the many abuses vur industry is 
subject to, through fake advertising and fraudulent 
guarantees. 

The sale of inferior goods by pawnbrok- 
ers, as an injury to legitimate jewelers, 
was discussed, as was the establishing of 
an association organ, No steps were taken 
relative to the latter question. The dues of 
the association were increased to $2 a year, 
and $70 was voted to Secretary Oswald for 
his services during the last year. It was 
also voted to give him $100 for his services 
during the coming year. 

Officers were elected as follows: H. H. 
Bishop, Indianapolis, president; H. L. Rost, 
Columbus, first vice-president; C. F, Artes, 
Evansville, second vice-president; J. A. Os- 
wald, Crawfordsville, secretary; J. H. Ar- 
nold. Columbus, treasurer. E. M. Wilhite, 
Danville, was elected chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee, with the following asso- 
ciate members on the committee: C. Z. 
Rowe, Argos; A, Rotherme!, Connersville; 
Benjamin C. Kruckemeyer, Evansville, and 
Walter H. Miller, Michigan City 

lhe Evansville Retail Jewelers’ Associa- 
tion, consisting of 14 members, and which 
was organized last October, was admitted to

tion, This requires that meetings shall be 
held in Indianapolis. 

Under the constitution, proposed amend- 
ments must be offered at one convention 
and acted on at the convention the follow- 
ing year. Amendments were proposed and 
will be acted on next year, providing that 
amendments may be offered at one session 
and acted on at the next session, and also 
allowing the convention to fix the next place 
of meeting.

Career of the Late Frank W. Wallis. 


Cotumsus, O., March 1.—As_ noted 
briefly in the last issue of THE JEWELERS’ 
CircULAR-WEEKLy, Frank W. Wallis, for 
20 years one of the most prominent opti 
cians in Columbus, died Tuesday, Feb. 22, 
at a sanitarium at Marion, O., of cancer of 
the lungs. He was 50 years of age. Mr. 
Wallis’ wife died Oct. 29. Previous to that 
time he had been in fairly good health, 
though he had been treating with physicians 
for some time for what was thought to be 
throat trouble. On the death of his wife 
his health suddenly failed, and Nov. 5, he 
was taken to Grant Hospital for treat- 
ment. His trouble was there diagnosed as 
either pulmonary tuberculosis or pulmonary 
sarcoma, and there was no hope of his re- 
covery from the first. 

Two weeks before his death, Mr. Wallis 
was sent to the Marion Sanitarium, but the 
change did him no good and death re- 
lieved him of his sufferings on the night of 
Washington’s birthday. 

Mr. Wallis was born near Beverly, 
Mass., and became a jeweler and optician 
in early life. He worked at Attleboro for 
some time, finally determined to come west, 
and went “prospecting” to Columbus. He 
decided to make this city his home, and re- 
moved here immediately after, at that time 
giving up his jewelry work and devoting 
his time to optometry entirely. This was 
in the Fall of 1888. 

The body was returned to Columbus and 
funeral services held at the Plymouth Con- 
gregational Church, of which he was a 
member. Rev. E. Lee Howard, pastor of 
the church, conducted the services, and Dr. 
Joseph H. Clark, secretary of the Ohio 
Sunday School Association, spoke, as a 
friend of Mr. Wallis, and a co-worker in 
that association. Rev. Mr. Howard and 
Rev. Dr. Clark spoke both at the services 
at the church and the grave. There were 
many beautiful floral offerings, one being 
a large pair of spectacles, sent by the opti- 
cians of Columbus. 

Mr. Wallis left one son, Louis Wallis, 
of the faculty of Ohio State University, and 
a brother, Charles, of Beverly, Mass. His 
business will be conducted for the present 
by Ernest Geiser, who has been in charge 
of it since he became ill. It will ultimately 
be disposed of. 





Involuntary Bankruptcy Petition Filed

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Petitions Against Keck and Duhme Companies Contested 








Technical Defense Interposed to Creditors’ Petition and Irregularities Citei to Prevent Adjudi- 
cation—Oscar Keck Defends His Action in Taking Diamonds From 
the Stock of the Keck Concern. 














Cincinnatl, O., March 1.—Oscar Keck, 
of the Herman Keck Mfg. Co., was before 
the United States District Court, Saturday, 
in response to an order issued by Judge 
Thompson for him to appear and give his 
reasons why he should not return to Robert 
DeV. Carroll, receiver in charge of the 
Herman Keck Mfg, Co., diamonds valued 
at $7,839.59 which Keck is alleged to have 
removed from the assets the day the re- 
ceiver was appointed. Keck demurred to 
the petition, the reasons being set forth in 
his answer, and after an amendment was 
ordered to the petition by the court the 
hearing was postponed until March 6, when 
both sides will be heard. 

Friday, as an answer to the creditors’ 
bankruptcy petition, the Herman Keck Mfg. 
Co. filed in the United States Court a mo- 
tion to vacate the order appointing the re- 
ceiver of the Keck company on the ground 
that the facts given in the creditors’ peti- 
tion are insufficient in law to constitute a 
cause of action; that no acts of bankruptcy 
are alleged in the petition to have been 
committed by the Keck concern, as are re- 
quired by law, and that the petition is not 
verified according to the law. Also that 
outside of the irregularity in the applica- 
tion and appointment of the receiver no 
notice of the application for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver was given to the alleged 
bankrupt or to any of the company’s offi- 
cers, all of whom were within the juris- 
diction of the court at the time, nor was 
any notice given to the company’s counsel, 
and no opportunity to be heard whatever 
was given to the company in any way. 
Therefore the defendant claims there is no 
warrant in law existing for the appointment 
of a receiver. 

With this answer is filed the answer of 
Oscar Keck to the application of Receiver 
Carroll, filed Feb. 10, as to cause for his 
not returning to the receiver diamonds Keck 
was alleged to have taken after the receiver 
was appointed. Mr. Keck says that on July 
15, 1908, the Herman Keck Mfg. Co., in 
consideration of the sum of $6,500 loaned 
by him to the company and the sum of 
$750 loaned the company by Emma Keck 
ind $750 loaned the company by Amanda 
Keck, agreed to secure the repayment of 
these sums by depositing diamonds to be 
selected from either the stock of the Her- 
man Keck Mfg. Co. or the Duhme Jewelry 
Co, by Oscar Keck, the president of both 
ompanies, at any time before maturity or 
fter maturity, Also that contemporaneous 
vith said loans the: directors of the Keck 
pany duly adopted a resolution author- 
ing him to deposit the diamonds as col- 
iteral security, and also to issue to the 
ersons named the notes of the company 

r the loans, The note of $6,500 from the 
mpany, Keck says, contained a stipulation 
hat the market value of the diamonds to 

deposited as security, therefore, was to 

$8,000. and the two other notes of $750 
ich contained a stipulation that the market 
alue was to be $1,000 each. 


It is averred by Mr. Keck that on Aug. 
10, 1908, the Herman Keck Mfg. Co. paid 
on account of the $6,500 the sum of $1,000, 
leaving a balance owing on the three notes 
of $7,000, with interest from July 16, 1908, 
at 6 per cent., all of which foregoing facts 
are said to have been known to the petition- 
ing creditors and all the other creditors of 
the said Keck company on and prior to 
Oct. 2, 1908. Therefore Oscar Keck, presi- 
dent of the company, holds that in pur- 
suance to the agreement of the Keck com- 
pany and the resolution of its directors 
made contemporaneous with the loaning of 
the money and in performance with this 
agreement and resolution, Mr. Keck avers 
that in law and in equity Oscar Keck, 
Emma Keck and Amanda Keck are entitled 
to hold, this property and security for their 
loans, 

Mr. Keck further states that on Oct. 
2; 1908, the Herman Keck Mfg. Co. and 
the Duhme Jewelry Co, entered into a 
written agreement with the creditors of 
the Keck concern, including the petitioning 
creditors, whereby the entire and exclusive 
control and possession of all the assets of 
both of the companies were placed in a com- 
mittee appointed by the said creditors, who 
continued in control and possession until 
the morning of Feb, 8, 1909, when Keck 
received a written notice from this com- 
mittee terminating this agreement. 

Thereupon, thinking he had complete con: 
trol of both companies’ affairs, he execute 
in good faith the contract for security of 
July 16, 1908, and deposited the diamonds 
which he says are now in the bank. These 
are the grounds on which Keck claims the 
diamonds, and he denies the jurisdiction of 
the court or the receivership of the con- 
cerns of which he is president.

Death of Ignatz Haberl. 


Denver, Colo., Feb. 24.—Ignatz Haberl, 
a resident of this city for nearly 50 years 
and one of the pioneer business men of the 
city, died Sunday at the home of his son, 
Paul A. Haberl, 2450 Arapahoe St. Death 
came suddenly, although the aged man had 
been ill for two weeks. 

The funeral was held at 2 o’clock Mon- 
day afternoon from the residence. 

Burial will be in Riverside Cemetery. For 
25 years Mr. Haberl was a member of the 
Knights of Pythias, members of which par- 
ticipated in the services.

vive: Paul A. Haberl, manager of the 
Haberl Lapidary & Jewelry Co.; A. F. 
Haberl and Fred Haberl. 

Born in Frankfort, Germany, in 1825, Mr. 
Haberl came to the United States in 1848. 
He settled in New York, where he began 
life as an expert manufacturing jeweler, 
which trade he learned in Europe. He 
came to Colorado from Newark, N. J., in 
1865, working for a year at Central City 
with John H. Hense. He then moved to 
Denver, where he had lived ever since. 

Mr. Haberl established the business of the 
Haber] Lapidary & Jewelry Co. in 1872. 
He was the first lapidary in Denver. His 
place of business was maintained for a long 
time in the old News block in Larimer St., 
between 15th and 16th Sts. As the city ex- 
panded uptown his business followed, until 
he settled at the present location, 1612 Stout 
St. When 71 years old he became. crippled. 
Two years later he retired from active life. 

Although 83 years old at the time of his 
death, he still took an interest in the work 
with which he was so long connected. 

Mr. Haberl came across the plains in 
primitive fashion. He was a passenger in 
the same coach which brought William H. 
Loveland to Colorado. He never took an 
active part in politics, or in any public 
affairs, confining his own activities entirely 
to his own field of labor.

THE CONVENTION. 

OmaAHA, Nebr., Feb. 27.—The third an 
nual convention of the Nebraska Retail 
Jewelers’ Association was welcomed to 
Omaha by Mayor Dahlman at the Rome 
Hotel, Thursday evening. President Ark- 
wright, of the association, presided. About 
200 members were present. The chief in-

terest of the morning was aroused by the 
president’s address. He mentioned the 
horology bill, which is soon to come up 
for consideration and which he firmly in- 
dorsed. He dwelt, rather humorously, at 
times on the important part which the jew- 
eler plays in mercantile life. The address 
was in part as follows: 

Appress oF Geo. ARKWRIGHT, BEATRICE, NEBR. 

The annual message of your president should 
be retrospective and prospective, and _ possibly 
somewhat local. Since our last meeting our busi 
ness has been fairly remunerative. Some ground 
was lost during the Summer months, but with the 
bountiful Christmas trade the year made a fairly 
good average. 

Not quite equal to 1906, but the December, 1908, 
business was the best on record, and this I have 
found to be the general opinion. These remarks 
apply to our State, business conditions were not 
so good in the east, south or extreme west. There 
has been no lack of money—everyone carries a 
check book. It is a long time since jewelers had 
spare cash—you can now find them directors in 
national banks and men of affluence. It matters 
little to our self-contained State what the condi- 
tions are elsewhere, providing our farmers have 
had fair crops at fairly good prices. 

We should, in view of the prosperous conditions 
now prevailing with us, set our house in order, 
losing no caution in investments and making them 
available should less favorable conditions come. 
The pendulum swings both ways—and a _ poor 
credit is now almost inexcusable. Friends and 
credit pursue the man who does not need them. 
Remember that success is voltage under control, 


we must keep one hand on the transformer of our 
cosmic kilowatts. There is a bill now before our 
legislature to create a Board of Horology. To 
issue State certificates for watch repairing profi- 
ciency. The idea is that deceiving the public 
should be a punishable offense. We should like 
to stop the fraudulent advertising of watches and 
jewelry and all other kindred goods. Our Indiana 
friends are talking of establishing watch schools 
for one week per annum, and issuing certificates 
to competent watchmakers 

All of this we endorse when made practical. 
The old cry for minimum prices is gradually bear 


ing fruit, but requires still further extension. The 
minimum price should be down on the bill and 
the retail profit in discount. At present there are 


about 21,000 jewelers in the United States who 
are going it alone—each fighting his own battle 
with adverse circumstances and making slow 
progress. Yet defeat is only for those who ac- 
knowledge it, and we don’t. 

The remedy is to stick to organization even if 
results are slow—the results are certain to come. 
The national convention will be a grand step to 
success, and many delegates at Cincinnati ex- 
pressed a keen desire to come to Omaha in Au- 
gust next to attend the convention, and then pass 
on to Denver and Colorado Springs. Our National 
Association must one day have an organizer and 
secretary who can put in their whole time bring- 
ing the jewelers together by personal persuasion 
and actual facts. The first unit is the local circle, 
which will settle purely local affairs—prices, closing 
hours, etc. The second unit is the State asso- 
ciation, where the social and entertainment feat- 
ures can be used to further bind the fraternal 
bond, in addition to any other practical things 
that can be added to the programme, such as ex- 
hibits of merchandise, work and skill. Exhibits 
of work done in competitions for prizes and 
diplomas by the younger men and boys of the 
craft, including engraving, turning of steel for 
horological purposes, and inventions and cunning 
devices in tools, etc. 

The third unit is the National Association, 
which will take up the more serious affairs and 
carry them to the headquarters of the trouble and 
obtain a remedy. The retail jewelers are not out 
for honest men’s scalps. They are not particu- 
larly downtrodden, and have everything in common 
with every decent wholesale dealer and manufac- 
turer. 

The wholesalers will always exist as a means of 
credit and distribution between large manufac- 
turers and small dealers. Even if no credit is 
needed, everyone cannot import for himself—a 
special lifelong experience is required. The im- 
portations of retail dealers too often end disas- 
trously. Make haste slowly is an old saying and 
look out for the tariff. 

Let us look internally at our weaknesses and 
see if we have flaws in our armor, besides we are 
all bound together in bonds of mutual benefits. 
The jeweler must be a” better merchant and still 
be a good mechanic. It is a hard proposition, but 
no worse than the other fellow has to contend 
against. 

Down there in Arizona is the Grand Canyon, 
deep down in the earth a mile and more you go, 
past strata of every known geologic age. Yet this 
pit—this hole is nothing to the depth of the place 
you are all going if you don’t wake up and become 
better jewelers, better merchants, and see your 
deficiencies as others see you. 

The reading of the secretary’s report and 
the appointment of committees followed, 
after which a copy of the pending horology 
bill, now before the Legislature, was read 
by the secretary, also three letters from 
Mr. Griffin, who introduced the bill, as well 
as a strong recommendation signed by the 
retail jewelers of Omaha and South Omaha. 


A warm discussion followed. This bill, 
which provides for a State board of exam- 
iners, will be published in full in next 
week’s issue of THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR- 
WEEKLY. Much argument arose over a 
clause which provides that a board consist- 
ing of three persons should examine every 
watchmaker in the State. The opposition 
averred that this would be unjust to the 
older practitioners, only new members being 
included under the new law. The matter 
was referred to a committee consisting of

The afternoon meeting was called to or- 
der at 2 p. M., and the report of the com- 
mittee on the horology bill was read as cor- 
rected by Chairman Preston and a vote to 
recommend its passage and to appoint a 
legislative committee consisting of five 
members was unanimously carried. The 
legislative committee includes: M. D. 
Franks, Omaha; J. G. Preston, Oxford; 
Fritz Hoefer, Aurora; F. A. Hannis, Lin- 
coln; O. C. Zinn, Hastings. W. J. Pilking- 
ton, editor of the Merchants’ Trade Journal, 
Des Moines, la., gave an interesting talk on 
“Advertising.” The Nebraska association 
had among its guests at the convention the 
Hon, J. P. Archibald, Blairsville, Pa., presi- 
dent of the National Retail Jewelers’ Asso- 
ciation. Mr. Archibald was most enthusi- 
astic in his remarks relating to the conven- 
tion of 1909. He requested heads of firms 
in the east to spend their vacations by com- 
ing to Omaha and attending the convention. 
A long talk on the tariff proved very inter- 
esting. A paper entitled “The Advantage 
of Jewelers Getting Acquainted” was read 
by Emil Geist. In the evening the entire 
party went to the Orpheum Theater.

The morning session of Feb. 26 began at 
10 o'clock, and Mack A. Hurlbut, ex-presi- 
dent of the national association was the 
first on the programme. He gave a short 
synopsis of the convention held in 1908, at 
Cincinnati, O. He said he would rather 
speak of the convention of 1909, as he and 
also the whole State of Iowa were as 
interested as Omaha. Mr.-Hurlbut spoke of 
the fixed selling price, trade-marks and the 
federal law that is now being introduced. 
He quoted President Arkwright’s remark 
that we were a good deal like quicksilver, 
inasmuch as we were absolutely of no con- 
sequence apart, but taken together we had 
strength and great force. The national as- 
sociation, he said, will not support a “yel- 
low” journal, and will do everything in its 
power to down such a publication. He re- 
cited an instance in which he sacrificed his 
own paper in order to rid the country of 
such a sheet. His address closed with a dis- 
cussion of the parcels post, which he firmly 
approves. This question elicited an hour’s 
general discussion. 

S. Callison, secretary of the national as 
sociation, spoke only of the parcels post law. 
He was entirely opposed to it. Mr. Archi- 
bald arose and said he was surprised to 
note that when 100,000 people had opposed 
the indorsing of the bill, Nebraska should 
now even favor it. It was dangerous 
ground, he said, and would not advise its 
indorsement. Only catalogue houses fa- 
vored it, he said. A brief outline of the 
given.

Co., was solemnized this afternoon 
from the home of his daughter, Mrs. Leslie 
Cc. Ames, 191 Howell St., this city, where he 
died on Monday last, succumbing to an at- 
tack of pneumonia from which he had been 
suffering for more than a week. 

Mr. Foster, who was in his 88th year, was 
born in Whitesborough, N. Y., his first busi- 
ness experience being as a carriage manu- 
facturer, in which business he was engaged 
at Rome, N. Y. He removed to Pawtucket, 
R. I., in 1852, where he entered the employ 
of his cousin, James Davis, who manufac- 
tured belting. In 1862 he started in the 
manufacturing jewelry business in Paw- 
tucket, continuing until 1870, when he re- 
tired and removed to this city. 

After a few years he re-engaged in the 
manufacturing jewelry business, starting 


the firm of Foster & Co., which later be- 
came the firm of Foster & Hopkins, from 
which he retired in 1885. 

Mr. Foster is survived by four children, 
two sons and two daughters, Mrs. Winslow, 
of Boston, being the fourth. 








Manufacturing Jewelers Take Prom- 
inent Part in Boom Banquet at 
Providence, R. I. 


ProviIpENCE, R. I., Feb. 26.—The “boom 
banquet” has been held and was a grand 
success. It was more; it was a revelation 
and its primary object has been achieved. 
Nearly 2,800 business men of this city rep- 
resenting all lines of commerce and industry 
sat down to dinner at the same time and 
in the same hall. It was the largest dinner 
gathering ever held in this country, and as a 
result the merchants, manufacturers, finan- 
ciers and professional men have been ac- 
tively enlisted in “pushing” Providence with 
the view to making it a “bigger, better and 
busier” place. 

In this movement the representatives of 
the manufacturing jewelry industry are by 
no means backward. At the banquet practi- 
cally every firm in this city was represented, 
while the toastmaster of the occasion was 
Mayor Henry Fletcher, who is treasurer of 
the Fletcher, Burrows Co. At the head 
table were seated, with others, George H. 
Holmes, Harry Cutler, Robert E. Budlong 
and Palmer M. Taylor, the former being 
chairman of the Jewelers’ Committee, as 
named by the Providence Board of Trade, 
under whose auspices the “boom” was in- 
augurated. Mr. Cutler represented as its 
president the New England Manufacturing 
Jewelers’ and Silversmiths’ Association, Mr. 
Budlong the Manufacturing Jewelers’ 
Board of Trade and Mr. Taylor, the Jew- 
elers’ Board of Trade. 


As their contribution to the great move- 
ment the manufacturing jewelers provided 
50,000 celluloid lapel buttons. These were 
very attractively gotten up and bore the 
mottoes, “Rhode Island, the Mecca of in- 
dustry; Providence provides.” The button 
has a dark blue background and bears a 
white star outlined in gold with the anchor 
of hope of the State’s coat-of-arms in the 
center and the following words on the five 
points of the star: “Jewelry, Cotton, 
Woolens, Machinery, Rubber.” Each of the 
banqueters was presented with one of these 
buttons, and later a score or more attrac- 
tive young women passed among the gather- 
ing selling additional buttons at 10 cents 
apiece, the sale for the evening amounting 
to $340.

purchased 1,000.

M. L. Britton, Formerly Watchmaker of 
Denver, Colo., Again in the Toils. 
DeNveER, Colo., Feb. 25.—Two years ago 

M. L. Britton was a watchmaker in this 
city earning about $100 per month. Last 
year he is said to have made $15,000 with- 
out doing any manual labor. The Govern- 
ment has seen fit to question his financial 
methods, however, and Britton is again in 
jail in Duluth, Minn., on the charge of using 
the mails to defraud. 

sritton is the man who, it is alleged, 
fleeced the W. W. Hamilton Jewelry 
Co., on 16th St., and the Lewis Jew- 
elers’ Supply Co., on Arapahoe St., out 
of $2,000 worth of fancy jewelry, a year 
ago. On the Denver charge he was traced 
all over the country by Post-Office Inspec- 
tors E. P. Smith and Frank Fraser, and 
finally arrested at Raton, N. Mex. He was 
tried at Las Vegas last May by a jury of 
Mexicans and acquitted. 

3ritton used the name of some of the 
biggest jewelry firms in the country, it 1s 
claimed, and ordered goods shipped to vari- 
ous parts of the country under these names, 
claiming that he was opening branch stores. 
The last time he was arrested, it was alleged 
that he obtained goods under the name of 
E. M. Lipka and had them shipped to 
Grand Island, Nebr., and other western 
cities. He is charged by the Denver jew- 
elers with using the names of Allen & Allen, 
Los Angeles; E. M. Lipka, San Francisco; 
M. Bloom, Tacoma, and others, equally well 
known. 

It is asserted that Britton is one of the 
most daring mail-order fakers in the coun- 
try, and that he came back to Denver after 
fleecing the local houses of goods without 
paying a penny for them and sold some of 
paying for them and sold some of them 


at auction on Lawrence St. The auc- 
tion sale was his favorite method of dis- 
posing of the jewelry. 

Britton will be tried in Kansas City in 
April, and Jas. Lewis, of the Lewis Jew- 
elers’ Supply Co., and Mr. King, managrer of 
the W. W. Hamilton Jewelry Co., who tes- 
tified against him at Las Vegas, will go to 
Kansas City to testify against him there. 

Britton was the accomplice of Frank 
North, who was tried and convicted last 
May, at Las Vegas 








Railway Watch Inspectors Association 
of the United States and Canada 
Formed at Hagerstown, Md. 


HAGERSTOWN, Md., Feb. 24——The Rail- 
way Watch Inspectors’ Association of the 
United States and Canada is the name of 
the organization formed by the inspectors 
of various railroads, who, as told briefly 
in the last issue of THE JEWELERS’ Circu- 
LAR-WEEKLy, met in this town Monday, 
in response to a circular sent out by Muil- 
ton Kohler and W. H. H. Needy. The 
meeting was well attended and the associa- 
tion permanently organized, 

The scope of the assdciation is stated in 
the second article of the by-laws adopted, 
which reads: “The object of this asso- 
ciation shall be to federate into one organ- 
ization all branches of the railroad watch 
inspection and times services of the United 
States and Canada, and for the uplifting 
and betterment of the time inspection ser- 
vice and for the mutual protection of and 
safeguarding the interests of its members 
against the abuses of unscrupulous buyers 
of railroad watches.” 

Any watch inspector of railroads in this 
country or Canada is eligible to member- 
ship, and a copy of the by-laws will be 
mailed upon request to the president or 
secretary. It is expected that the organi- 
zation will be able to take steps to correct 
a number of abuses from which railroad 
watch inspectors suffer, not the least of 
which are the practices of those thieves 
who go from town to town getting tem- 
porary employment on railroads, buying 
a watch on installments and then skipping 
to another place. The question of free 
transportation for watch inspectors is an- 
other subject of interest that is being tak- 
en up. 

At a meeting Monday the following of- 
ficers were elected: President, Milton 
Kohler, Hagerstown, Md.; secretary and 
treasurer, Rovert W. Little, Cumberland, 
Md.; trst vice-president, W. L. Jones, 
Martinsburg, W. Va.; second vice-presi- 
dent, A. W. Bishop, Connellsville, Pa., 
and third vice-president, M. B. Korman, 
Washington, D. C. The work of this as- 
sociation is in the hands of these men and 
the board of directors, which consists of

The association expects to hold its next 
meeting in Baltimore, either in April or 
May, by which time it is believed a number 
of applications for membership will have 
been received and the organization will be 
in a position to do some important work. 


Express Company Hunting for Negro 
Suspected of Stealing Jewelry from 
Office at Pinehurst, N. C. 
ROANOKE, Va., Feb. 26.—The theft of a 
package of jewelry from the office of the 
Southern Express Co., Pinehurst, N. C., 
Feb. 9, the news of which was published in 
the last issue of THE JEWELERS’ CrrRcULAR- 
WEEKLY, has been the subject of consider- 
able interest to the jewelry trade of this 
section, but it is believed that the robber 
will soon be apprehended as the Southern 
Express Co. claims to know who did it and 
have sent out circulars giving full descrip- 
tion of the man suspected. According to 
these circulars, which Superintendent 
McCullouch of the express company’s off 
in this city is mailing to the police and de- 
tective bureaus of various city and jewelry 
trade generally, the robber is a negro five 
feet 10 inches high, who weighs between 
140 and 150 pounds, who is about 35 years 
old, has small eyes and sandy mustache. 
The man was recently seen in the vicinity

It is learned now that the missing jew- 
elry, which was sent by A. J. Rankin & Co., 
this city, to their new store at Pinehurst: 
was not taken from the safe of the express 
company, as the newspapers reported, nor 
was the safe blown open, or in fact, 
touched. The package remained with the 
ordinary packages received from the train. 
That the thief was not looking especially 
for this jewelry is now evident, as he 
opened nearly every package in the office.

N soldering the stem pieces onto the boss, 
every care must be taken to insure their 
being absolutely central; if this is not the 
case, the whole chalice will be thrown out 
of truth, Each piece should be accurately 
placed on the boss, and a line marked 
round with a steel scriber (point). A num- 
ber of stitches with a graver or spitstick 
should then be cut in, leaving the points of 
metal up just beyond the line marked. The 
stem piece can then be placed in position 
again on the boss and tied on with several 
pieces of binding wire, which are best 
passed right through the boss and secured 
on the outside. If no “stitches” were put 
in it would probably be pulled over either 
one way or another when heated, owing to 
the fact that one or two of the binding 
wires had become hotter than the rest; they 
would naturally expand and give way to a 
certain extent, and the opposite wires, being 
still comparatively cool and stiff, would pull 
it over in their direction. The stitches, of 
course, effectually prevent it being pulled 
over in any direction. One stem piece only 
at a time should be soldered, in each case 
arranging the work on the charcoal so as 
to get the stem piece to be soldered above 
the boss. In this way it is possible, after 
painting the joint with borax and water, to 
lay small pallions or pieces of solder all 
around, and thus avoid the danger of over- 
charging the joint with solder, which might 
occur if the end of a strip of solder were 
applied to the joint when this had been 
heated sufficiently, The latter method is, 
generally speaking, only adopted by very 
skilful] craftsmen, but can, of course, always 
be used in soldering a joint where neatness 
is not essential, or the solder can, if neces- 
sary, be easily removed. In this case, the 
removing of superfluous solder would be a 
matter of considerable difficulty, owing to 
the ornamentation of the boss, By using 
the first method, only the stitches have to 
be removed after soldering, and these can 
easily be cut away with a sharp, flat scorper. 
FitrinGc TOGETHER. 
The chalice is now, roughly speaking, in 
three parts, viz., the outer and inner cup, 
the boss, and two stem pieces and the foot; 
these have to be fitted together. A refer- 
ence to the sketch published in Tue Jew- 
ELERS’ CiRCULAR-WEEKLY, Jan. 6 (page 47), 
will make the general principle of the fit- 
ting clear. In the first place, a piece of 
plate, similar to that soldered into the 
upper stem pieces, but rather thicker (about 
ize 18 or 20), has to be soldered into the 
op of the foot. Through this the pin is 
assed, and the nut screwed up to. It will 
he seen by the sketch that this pin is 
oldered onto the cup of the chalice passing 
hrough the outer cup, boss and stem 
pieces, and projecting about one-fourth inch 
eyond the bottom of the plate soldered 
nto the foot, To do this, the pin will have 
) be made about three inches long, and it 
hould be at least 3/16 inch thick, so as to 
‘ rigid when soldered on. 


Before soldering it onto the cup, a slot 
about one-fourth inch deep and 1/16 inch 
wide should be cut into the end of the pin 
to be soldered on. Into this slot a piece of 
plate should be soldered, allowing it to pro- 
ject 1/16 inch on either side. The object 
of this is to make an absolutely rigid fitting, 
and prevent the pin (and consequently the 
cup) from turning around when the whole 
chalice is screwed together, which would 
be the case if the pin were left round at 
the top and simply passed through round 
openings cut in the outer cup and stem 
piece, 

The openings in the outer cup and stem 
piece should be cut out very accurately, as 
the rigidity of the whole chalice depends

on this. A round hole, just a trifle larger 
than the pin, should be cut out in the cen- 
ter of each part through which the pin has 
to pass, and then a small slot should be 
carefully filed out with a square needle-file 
on either side of the hole, to make room 
for the two small wing pieces on either 
side of the pin formed by the piece of plate 
which was let in. 

If the cap soldered onto the lower stem 
piece fits tightly over the top of the foot, 
there is no necessity for the fitting just de- 
scribed at the lower end of the pin, which 
can simply be passed through a round open- 
ing cut through the plate at the top of the 





foot; the hexagonal shaping of the cap and 

foot preventing any movement at this point 

when the whole chalice is screwed up tight. 
CUTTING THE THREAD. 

The next step is to cut a screw thread 
from the bottom of the pin, about three- 
eights inch up, for the nut to screw on by 
means of a screw plate. Before using the 
screw plate it is advisable to file the end 
of the pin slightly tapering, otherwise con- 
siderable difficulty will be experienced in 
getting the screw plate to bite. With a 
tapering end, the thread is, of course, very 
slight to begin with, the strain on the pin 
coming by degrees as this becomes thicker 
and the plate cuts deeper into the metal. 

The nut to screw on the pin should be 
made at least one-eighth inch thick, and as 
wide as possible, so as to obtain a good 
bearing onto the plate soldered into the top 
of the foot which it is screwed up to. lf 
there is not sufficient room inside the foot 
to grip the nut with the pliers when screw- 
ing the chalice together, a long, narrow 
tool, shaped somewhat like a screw-driver, 
with two prongs at the end, will have to 
be used to turn the nut. Two slots should 
be filed out on opposite sides of the nut 
(in this case, where the ordinary method 
of screwing up the nut with pliers cannot 
be used, it is immaterial whether the nut is 
round or square, so long as the slots are 
opposite one another) for the prongs of the 
tool to fit into, and then the nut can be 
turned in the same way that an ordinary 
screw is turned with a screw-driver. Care 
should be taken, when finally screwing the 
chalice together, not to force the nut on 
further after screwing up reasonably tight, 
as this will irreparably spoil and tear off 
the thread of the screw, and consequently 
affect the rigidity of the whole chalice. 

FINISHING, 

Before screwing the chalice together, the 
enamels or stones should be set in the boss 
and the various parts completely finished, 
including all gilding, polishing and oxidizing 
that has to be done, If possible, the whole 
chalice should be haad polished and after- 
ward slight oxidized. ‘his is more labori- 
ous than steam polishing, but for a first- 
rate piece of work of this description is 
certainly preferable. In the first place, with 
hand polishing there is not the danger of 
grinding all fine chasing and repousse work 
out of all recognition, which nearly always 
occurs to a greater or lesser degree with 
steam polishing, owing to the fact that the 
polisher cannot exercise that control over 
the polishing brush or wheel driven by 
power which is possible with hand brush- 
ing, or even when polishing with brushes 
fixed on a small foot lathe. In the second 
place, one avoids that absolute glass-like 
appearance which is the invariable hall- 
mark of steam polishing. Especially is this 
the case with silverware; the natural color 
of the metal being very light. It must, 
however, be admitted that power polishing 
has its advantages, especially nowadays, 
when time and money spent in the produc- 
tion of an article are the chief points to be 
considered to satisfy the almost universal 
demand of the general public for cheapness 
and ostentation. In the case of a piece of 
silverware, however, which has only to be 
considered from an artistic point of view, 
power polishing should certainly not be 
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used, When the chalice is not gilt entirely, 
the inside of the cup, at least, is gilt. There 
are several reasons for this, one of them 
being that the wine does not stain the cup 
so much when this is gilt as it would other- 
wise. 

The chalice, of which a plan and eleva- 
tion is shown this month, is essentially 
Gothic, and very typical of the chalices of 
that period (early 15th century) ; it serves 
as a contrast to the one just discussed, and 
should be carefully compared with the 
sketches published Dec. 2 and Feb, 3, and 
when the main points of difference in the 
style of the chalices of the two periods will 
become apparent. W. S.

The petition sets forth that the 
alleged bankrupt has departed from the 
jurisdiction of the court and cannot be 

found. 

It is said that there are about 16 creditors 
and that Karger owes about $20,000.

Lindenborn, New York, as 
a boy, and gradually advanced to a sales- 
man. In the Fall of 1905 he went with 
Bonner & Co., and in November, 1907, with 
Julius Wodiska on a commission basis, 
which place he left in February, 1908, mak- 
ing arrangements to go into business in 
Philadelphia, Pa. He later took desk room 
in the office of Saffir Bros., 51 Maiden 
Lane, New York. 





Jeweiry Buyer of Pittsburg Store Con- 
victed in Councilmanic Graft Case. 
Pirrspurc, Pa., March 1.—After deliber 

ating on a verdict for 53 hours, the jury in 
the councilmanic graft case, this afternoon 
at 3 o'clock, found Joseph C. Wasson guilty 
of conspiracy, but recommended him and 
the other accused to fhe extreme mercy of 
the court. Mr, Wasson is exceedingly well 
known to the jewelry trade, being the man- 
ager of the jewelry department of one of 
the big local department stores, He is espe- 
cially well known in the east. 

Wasson is the chairman of the Finance 
Committee of Councils, and, along with 
Wm. Brand, president of Common Council, 
and Capt. John F. Klein, was charged with 
conspiracy to pass a wood block paving 
ordinance in which they were to receive a 
commission of 15 per cent, on all contracts. 





Do You Know This Man Under Arrest 
at Bellingham, Wash.? 

BELLINGHAM, Wash., Feb. 16.—The police 
of this city have in custody a man giving 
the names of Charles London, alias Mat- 
thews, who is charged with stealing a dia- 
mond ring worth $150 from R. B. Meacham, 
a jeweler, of 607 W. Holly St. Owing to 
the fact that the authorities believe the man 
to be a professional and want his record,

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[* conformity with the announcement 
made in a recent issue we publish to- 
day on page 111 an article on the subject 
of “How the Jeweler May Enforce His 
Lien on Articles Left to Be Repaired.” 
This article, which to some extent is a re- 
hash of a similar article by the same au- 
thor, published in October, 1902, offers a 
practical suggestion to the jeweler by which 
he can proceed to collect the charges upon 
articles left with him beyond a specified 
time, without going through the “red tape” 
of the legal procedure provided by the 
statutes for the enforcement of liens. It is, 
in brief, a suggestion to have the identifi- 
cation check given to the customer a part, 
or coupon of, a contract form which the 
customer signs when leaving the article, the 
contract being so drawn that the jeweler 
may proceed to sell the article after a 
certain specified time has elapsed and a 
notice has been sent to the owner. The text 
of the contract and an illustration of a 
handy form in which it may be made up 
are given by the author. It is hoped that 
this suggestion may result in practical good 
to the jewelry trade. 





N another column 
Strengthen the . of this issue men- 
tion is made of the 
A. N. R. J. A. efforts of the officers 
of the American National Retail Jewelers’ 
Association to increase the membership of 
the various State organizations, and par- 
ticularly to strengthen the organization in 
those States where the leading jewelers 
have not come into the fold, and finally to 
organize the States that are not now rep- 
resented in the national body. ‘The efforts 
ofthe officiats should be commended, as 
upon their success will depend the future 
of the association as a whole and its ability 
to do effective work for its members in the 
way of remedying trade abuses. 

As we pointed out last week, in speaking 
of the representative association which the 
jobbers now have, it is necessary for the 
manufacturers and retailers to be as equally 
well organized as the jobbers if they wish to 
act with the wholesalers. To ask conces- 
sions, they must give concessions; and 
negotiations of this kind their organization 
must speak for the trade, and not a small 
part of it, When the organizations are 
truly representative, they will be able in a 
brief conference to settle satisfactorily dif- 
ferences and even abuses that can _ be 
ameliorated in no other way. If the retail 
jeweler expects the national organization to 
benefit him and his trade, he must use 
every effort to see that it properly rep- 
resents him and his trade, and that it is 
composed of neither cliques, factions or 
classes of jewelry merchants, but that it has 
in its membership individuals and firms of 
every class, from the largest to the very 
smallest dealers. To obtain such a repre- 
sentative membership, the individual mem- 
bers must aid the officers and officials of 
the organization in every possible way. 

It is but a short time since the man who 
would have attempted to bring into one 
organization the prominent retail jewelers 
of the eastern States would have been 
looked upon as a visionary or a fool. That 
such a condition does not prevail to-day is 
shown by the fact that the Pennsylvania Re- 
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tail Jewelers’ Association has added to its 
membership practically all of the prominent 
jewelry firms of Pittsburg and most of 
those in Philadelphia; two cities which 
would seem to be as hard to organize in 
this trade as any in the country, not ex- 
cluding New York, Boston and Chicago. 
Whether the conditions under which the 
Pennsylvania association -worked will be 
found the same in New York, Massachu- 
setts and other States of the east is yet to 
be determined, but the precedent established 
in the Keystone State will do much toward 
making the jewelers of the neighboring 
States take notice of and give consideration 
to the association movement. 

It is to be hoped that the efforts of the 
officials to organize the States not already 
represented will be thorough or not made 
at all, for truly the organization can be 
considered in no way representative of the 
retail trade without having organizations in 
such States as New York, Massachusetts, 
New Jersey, etc., or without having the 
support of the many large and influential 
jewelry merchants which these common- 
wealths contain.

being, and with the opening session of this 
Congress the question of an entirely new 
tariff law will be considered. It is the last 
of the three that most directly affects the 
business world, and, in fact, as far as the 
jewelry trade is concerned there is little 
expectation of any legislation by Congress 
that will bear upon the trade, directly or 
indirectly, except as regards the tariff and 
the changes that may be made in the sched- 
ules covering jewelry, plated ware, gems 
and kindred lines. On these subjects many 
briefs have been filed with the Ways and 
Means Committee in the House of Repre- 
sentatives which is in charge of the pro- 
posed bill, and it is probable that the meas- 
ure will be reported to the House about the 
middle of March. 

There is little doubt that more will be 
heard from the jewelry trade in the way of 
expressions of opinion before the jewelry 
schedules are finally shaped. It is unfor- 
tunate that the opinions so far expressed to 
the committee in the jewelry trade have not 
been unanimous on all subjects, although 
on certain lines, such as gems, the trade 
seems to be in accord. There is practically 
no call from the trade for a reduction in any 
of the duties, the manufacturing jewelers 
of Newark having expressed satisfaction 
with the present rate on jewelry of 60 per 
cent., while among some of the eastern 
manufacturers (particularly those who com-

Pforzheim instead of Hanau) there is a 
strong movement for an increase in the 
present rates. The diamond and precious 
stone trades as a body have asked for no 
different rates from those that already ex- 
ist, though they have demanded changes in 
the phraseology of the schedules that would 
make the new tariff law much clearer than 
the present act. They ask that all precious 
stones from the cheapest to the finest be put 
on a 10 per cent. duty basis when cut, and 
free when imported in the rough, and that 
all imitation precious stones of any kind 
than can be set in jewelry be put on a 
per cent. basis, including in this last sched- 
ule all so-called reconstructed and scientific 
gems and other substances that are not 
natural precious stones. There has been a 
call in some directions for an increase in 
the tariff on precious stones for use in ma- 
chinery and other mechanical purposes, but 
this has practically no relation to the jew- 
elry industry 

The jewelry schedules in the proposed 
tariff bill schedules will, of course, b 
awaited with interest by the trade, but it is 
not to be supposed that the schedules as 
offered will be those finally accepted, or 
that the phraseology as well as duty sug- 
gested will not be the subject of serious dis 
cussion, if not amendment and change, be- 
fore the law is finally passed by the Senate 
and House.

According to notices sent out last week, 
unsecured creditors will receive nothing 
from the bankrupt estate of Sol Se 
leznick. The first account of the trustee 
showed a balance in his hands after deduct 
ing his expenses of $667.15. After deduct 
ing from this amount costs, attorneys’ fees 
and commissions of court officers there was 
a balance of $490.62. Claims for wages 
which are preferred, amounting to $428.50 
were directed to b2 paid out of this, which 
left a balance of $62.12. While this amount 
with what was realized from the sale of 
the lease, to wit: $510, leaves in the hands 
of the trustee about $572, and creditors 
will receive nothing from this on account 
of the fact that a claim for rent amounting 
to $825, which is also a preferred claim, 
has been allowed, and this will absorb al- 
most the entire fund.

An Explanation and a Correction. 
New York, Feb. 24, 1909. 

Editor THE JEWELERS’ CrRCULAR- WEEKLY : 

About three weeks ago THE JEWELERS’ 
CircuLAR-WEEKLY published a report of a 
meeting of creditors of Louis Shapiro, bank 
rupt, held at the Astor House for the pur 
pose of considering an offer of settlement 
made by the said Shapiro, which report 
contained a statement made by the attorney 
for the bankrupt that jewelry to the amount 
of $17,000 had been delivered to Samuel 
Spitzel, formerly in business at 479 Fulton 
St., Brooklyn, and that Mr. Spitzel pawned 
the greater part of this jewelry. 

Mr. Spitzel called at my office to-day 
and requested me to write to THE JEWELERS’ 
CircULAR-WEEKLY asking for a correction 
of this statement, inasmuch as I had exam- 
ined Mr. Shapiro before Commissioner 
Alexander and had succeeded in obtaining 
the facts as they truly exist. 

I desire to state that upon an examina- 
tion before Commissioner Alexander, Mr. 
Spitzel testified that he had pawned jewelry 
for which he received $1,800, with the con- 
sent of Mr. Shapiro, and a part of which 
was used for Mr. Shapiro’s own indebted- 
ness, and that the pawn tickets were de- 
livered to Mr. Shapiro, together with anti- 
dated checks for the payment of such 
pledges as they matured, one of which was 
actually paid. 

Mr. Shapiro testified that he had received 
these tickets and had delivered them to an 
other party for a further advance of $1,800, 
showing that Mr. Shapiro had _ probably 
ratified Mr. Spitzel’s act. 

I believe that in justice to Mr. Spitzel 
(who, by the way, is not my client, and in 
nowise connected with me either in this or 
the statement as pub- 
inasmuch as

it places Mr. Spitzel in a bad light with the 
jewelry trade.

The subject of the cylinder next engages 
our attention, As already mentioned, it is 
made of hardened steel, the cylinder when 
completed being composed of many parts, 
which we show in Figs, 2, 3, 4 and 5. In 
Fig, 2 is illustrated the upper plug with 
pivot ready to be inserted into the upper 
part of the cylinder, marked A, Fig. 3. 
Again in Fig. 2, at B, is shown the lower 
plug and its pivot, which is inserted into B, 
Fig. 3. 

Cylinder pivots, as illustrated, are invaria- 
bly rounded on the ends. The cylinder 
plugs, both upper and lower, are always 
driven friction tight into their respective 
-seats. In practice we never receive cylin- 
ders as outlined in Fig, 3—that is, devoid of 
the brass which encases the upper part of 
the steel shell upon which the balance and 
hairspring collet are seated. This we show 
in Fig. 4, A representing the seat for the 
hairspring collet, while at B is shown the 
seat for the balance. This brass body, like 
the plugs, is driven friction tight onto the 
cylinder. In Fig. 5 we show the complete 
cylinder with all parts assembled and in 
place. This form can be obtained from 
material houses ready to replace broken

cylinders, few if any alterations being re- 
quired to fit it in place. In Fig. 5, as men- 
tioned, we illustrate all parts in their nor- 
mal position. At A we have the collet seat, 
at B the seat upon which the balance is 
secured; at C is shown the entrance lip of 
the cylinder; at D we have the exit lip of 
the cylinder. The opening between E and F 
provides for the passage of the escape 
wheel. No part of the escape wheel must 
ever come in contact with any part of either 
F or E, This we shall again consider. 


In Fig. 6 is shown a sectional drawing 
of a cylinder, It will be noted that the 
drawing shows the cylinder as being more 
than half a circle. This is a point of prac- 
tical importance, for the reason that were 
the cylinder shell an exact half circle or 
less it would result in producing a defec- 
tive lock. It will also be observed from 
the drawing that the lips of the cylinder are 
rounded. This is done in order to lessen 
friction between the impulse face of the 
escape wheel teeth and the lips of the 
cylinder, 

We shall, by the aid of our drawings, 
Figs. 7 and 8, explain the relative shape of 
a tooth of the escape wheel to the shape of 
the cylinder. In Fig. 7 is shown an eleva- 
tion of one tooth of the escape wheel; at 
A we have the tooth, at B the stalk sup- 
porting and elevating the tooth above the 
rim of the wheel; at C is shown the rim 
of the escape wheel from which each tooth 
stalk rises. 

In Fig. 8 we illustrate a tooth within a 
cylinder. By referring back to Fig. 5 and 
the text descriptive, we find the opening 
E to F described as the escape wheel pas- 
sage. To return to Fig, &, it will be ob- 
served that the rim ot the escape wheel C 
is about midway in this opening. Regard- 
ing the relation of the wheel’s rim to this 
passage, it should be noted that absolute 
freedom must be maintained between the 
upper part of the rim C and that part of the 
cylinder marked E, Fig. 8. The inter- 
vening space is termed the upper clearance 
or freedom; again, we must also have 
absolute freedom between the under part 
of the rim C and that part of the cylinder 
marked F. This freedom or separation of 
the parts is known as the lower 
ance. 

It should always be remembered that a 
cylinder escapement deficient in either upper 
or lower clearance will fail to perform in 
a satisfactory manner; also that unequal

The defect just mentioned is a 
frequent cause of stoppage, and every cylin- 
der escapement should be examined for this 
trouble.

Primitive Timepieces of the Chaldeans and 
Egyptians. 


HE Latin author Marcrobius, who at the 
beginning of the fifth century made a 
collection of old writings from various 
sources, which were afterwards lost, states 
that the Chaldeans divided a certain quan- 
tity of water in 12 Each 
portion had to flow away in the time re- 
quired by a zodiacal sign for its passage 
over the meridian. 

The Egyptians, however, must also have 
known and used water clocks at an early 
period, for Horapollo, the grammarian of 
Phanebythis, mentions, in speaking of the 
legend of the Kynoscephalos, that this an- 
imal passed water 12 times a day and gave 
a cry in addition, and that this was the 
origin of the division into 12 For this

ties in construction and mechanism. The 
principal part of the rock that contains the 
jewel cases turns from right to left, effect- 
ing a complete revolution in exactly two 
minutes, with the eight plaques, also the 
figures on the platform, which may be mul- 
tiplied at will (I have eight), appearing 
successively to the wondering eyes of the 
passers-by. The base proper, and the upper 
rock, on which the mill stands, is stationary, 
the sails of the mill turn and the watches 
tumble down rapidly. There are, therefore, 
four movements of varying rotation, and to 
this is due the greatest effect. One simple 
clock movement operates the whole with the 
greatest smoothness (in spite of enormous, 
non-counterbalanced weight) for four and 
one-half hours—a time | can extend at 
will. It must be noted that my showpiece 
can carry 22 pounds of watches and jewelry. 

“In spite of the material employed, of 
which it is impossible to detect the charac- 
ter, the impression magle by my piece is 
very rich and very original. Its adjustment 
caused me trouble and it may be understood 
that I reserve all my rights as regards imi- 
tation. 

“T have, however, hesitated to offer my 
niece in the competition of La France Hor- 
logére, regretting that from a simple en- 


graving that does not appeal to the eye, it 


is impossible to judge of the original. I 
can assert that my show window piece con- 
stitutes an advertisement of the first order. 


When Clocks Were Young. 


HE art of telling time is as old as the 
earliest historical records, though the 
methods employed in dividing up the day into 
equal periods have varied greatly during the 
past eras, and only in modern times have 
watches and clocks, as we know them, be- 
come customary. Many of these are most 
elaborate, but practically all possess a cir- 
cular dial or face. However, oniy as late 
as the 16th century many watches wer: 
oval in shape, and an oblong one with six 
sides kept splendid time after it had been 
repaired 90 years later. 

Probably the earliest form of timepiece 
was the “gnomon,” or index rod, of a 
sun-dial. At first this was merely an up- 
right stick placed in a sunny spot, and meas- 
uring the passage of the day by its shadow 
cast upon the bare earth, because the dial 
was a later innovation. 

The sand-glass, still frequently used as 
an indicator for the boiling of eggs, dates 
back 2,000 years, and was always reliable in 
marking a fixed space of time, such as the 
hour. It has not been very many years 
since the hour-glass had its particular place 
on the pulpits in our churches as an ever- 
present reminder to the preacher not to 
overtax the attention of his audience. The 
finer glasses were filled with powdered egg- 
shells thoroughly dried, for this material 
was not so. susceptible to atmospheric 
moisture. 

A still earlier instrument was the clep- 
sydra, which measured time by the efflux 
of water through a tiny orifice. There were 
two types of these; in the first the water 
trickled from a small opening in one vessel 
and slowly filled a receptacle which was 
graduated to indicate periods of time, and 
generally a “floater” pointed out the height 
of the water on the side of the vessel. In 
the second variety of clepsydra the gradu- 
ated vessel, having a small orifice in the 
bottom, rested upon a surface of water and 
gradually filled and sank at the expiration 
of the fixed interval.—Harper’s Weekly.

How the Jeweler May Enforce His Lien Upon Articles 
Left to be Repaired. 


By Lorlys Elton Rogers, of the New York Bar. 














ROBABLY one of the most important, 
frequent and vexatious questions that 
arises in the jewelry trade, as well as in 
other branches of industry where owners 
of property leave it with the tradesman to 
be altered or repaired, is the one relating 
to collection for the value of the work 
done on the article and the disposal of the 
article, where the owner fails to call for it 
after a reasonable time. 

So far as it applies to the jeweler’s trade, 
there is frequently an additional grievance 
in cases of this kind, by reason of the fact 
that the jeweler when taking a watch, for 
instance, to repair, accommodates the owner 
of the watch with one to. take the place of 
the watch left, and where the owner fails in 
a reasonable time to call for his watch the 
jeweler is brought ‘face to face with the 
question of what he shall do to collect pay- 
ment for his work, reimburse himself for 
the watch he has loaned, properly dispose 
of the watch belonging to this customer 
and render himself safe from any suit for 
damages that the customer may later on 
choose to bring. ' 

A lien law in most of the States gives 
the jeweler a lien on the property he re- 
ceives for the work done upon it, and this 
lien might even be extended to cover the 
value of the watch loaned; and where the 
States have not statutes making this pro- 
vision the old common law giving the jew- 
eler practically the same rights is in force. 
3ut to take advantage of either the com- 
mon law or the statutory law, the jeweter 
must seek the services of an attorney in 
order that in selling the property left with 
him to satisfy his claims against it, he may 
properly comply with the requirements of 
whatever law he is acting under, so as to 
render himself safe from suit. 

It has been suggested that a special law 
might be passed by legislatures of the sev- 
eral States, providing for cases of this kind 

the jewelry trade, giving the jeweler a 
impler and easier method of disposing of 
incalled for property to satisfy his claims 
and to free himself of the obligation of 
taking care of it; but such laws, if passed, 
vould be obnoxious to the objections that, 
rst, they would infringe the constitution 

being what is known as class legisla- 
mn, because they would apply only to the 
welry trade; second, they would be prob- 
ly drawn in such a manner as to be con- 
ied as taking property without due 
cess Of law. If the second objection 
re overcome and the first provided for 
making a law applying to all trades, the 
would have to be so general in its 
ure and provide»for so” many contin- 
les to meet the different demands of 
various trades that it would be im- 
‘ticable. In fact, the present lien law 
ably approximated as nearly as pos- 
a law that can apply to all trades. 
he question then remains, Is there any 
cut that the jeweler can avail him- 
of and at once be protected from suc- 
ful suits against him and have an easy 


and reasonable method of collecting claims 
and freeing himself from the burden of 
caring for property which is left an un- 
reasonable time with him. 

On October 15, 1902, THE JEWELERS’ Cir- 
CULAR-WEEKLY published a suggestion by the 
writer, which was for an agreement and 
coupon receipt, and the writer can think of 
no more feasible plan than he then sug- 
gested to meet this vexatious question, He 
therefore makes the suggestion again. 

It is quite usual at present, when a jew- 
eler or other dealer receives an article to 
repair or alter, for him to give a tag or 
slip to the owner of the article, which the 


watch (or other article) and to any other 
claim he may have against it, and the bal- 
ance, if any, he shall deliver or hold sub- 
ject to my order.

This contract can be printed in pad or 
book form with a coupon receipt attached 
to it, as illustrated here,’ and the jeweler 
can make the description of the article in 
the receipt agree with the description of 
the article in the contract, both the coupon 
receipt and the contract to be numbered 
the same. The jeweler can sign the coupon 
receipt and the customer at the same time 
can sign the contract, and the receipt be 
torn off by the jeweler and given to the 
customer, the contract remaining as a stub 
in the jeweler’s book or pad. 

By adopting this course, jewelers can 
protect: themselves completely and_ will

Each of the great nations might well 
demonstrate the history of their staple in- 
dustries and the progress thereof, while 
their colonies could show what they have 
found it possible to do in the comparative- 
ly short time many of them have been 
founded. So speedily do we work now 
and so quickly does invention follow in- 
vention and with such marvelous ease do 
the less uncivilized take upon themselves 
the garb and qualities of civilization that 
centuries are crammed into the hour glass 
and we take small heed of the wonders 
which daily fill the world. But the Im- 
perial International Exhibition should help 
to bring before us, so to speak, at a glance 
how the nations have progressed and at 
what speed; how they have specialized and 
how far they overlap one another.—Lon- 
don Watchmaker.

Question No. 2218 —Soldering Plati- 
num.—/ recently tried to solder two parts 
of platinum together, but failed to make the 
solder run properly. Can you give me any 
suggestions as to how to solder platinum? 

ae 

ANSWER :—Platinum is very difficult to 
solder so as to make a good joint. ‘he 
usual method is to sweat a thin layer of 
gold on both parts, then proceed to solder 
in the usual way, and the solder will take 
hold nicely. Experienced solderers_ will 
join platinum together by fusing or melt- 
ing at the point to be joined, and this does 
away with the necessity of soldering. This 
method is preferable to soldering, but re- 
quires very skilful manipulation of the 
blowpipe to make a joint by melting with- 
out destroying the shape. This sweating 
or melting together of joints is being prac- 
ticed considerably on various other metals, 
such as aluminum and German silver, and 
especially on metals where ordinary solder- 
ing methods will not fuse. 

Question No, 2219.—Artifi¢ial Ebony. 
—We wish to produce an artificial ebony 
out of common wood, suitable for making 
mirrors and brushes. We want a dead 
black to imitate genuine ebony, A. & E. 

ANSWER :—The best way to produce imi- 
tation ebony is to put common wood into a 
hot solution and allow the stain to penetrate 
for some distance into the wood, which will 
permit sandpapering and finishing to a 
smooth surface. Most woods, however, will 
crack when dried, and it is advisable to use 
other methods to prevent this, as well as 
shrinking. To impart the ebony finish to 
hard wood, proceed as follows: One part 
of logwood is boiled out in 10 parts of 
water, filtered and evaporated to half the 
quantity, To each quart of the fluid add 
\) to 15 drops of a neutral, thoroughly 
saturated indigo solution. The wood to be 
treated is first sponged over with a hot 
saturated solution of alum, then painted 
vith. the above indigo solution. Let this 

y, paint again, and when dry rub up with 

hot and concentrated solution of verdigris 
ntil the desired black is obtained.

QuesTIon No, 2221.—Motor Power for 
Jewelers.—|i'e are about to fit up a repair 
room, and wish to use power for operating 
polishing, drilling and small gold-plating 
apparatus. What would be most economical 
—gas, gasoline engine or electric motor? 
Will require from one to two horse-power. 

MM. & P. 

ANSWER:—For jewelry repairing and 
polishing, a small electric motor would give 
the best satisfaction. Gas and gasoline en- 
gines will give a cheaper power than elec- 
tricity, but are more difficult to take care 
of, especially gasoline, which requires at- 
tention in order to keep a supply of oil. 
Electric power is also much cleaner, Most 
of the modern tools are supplied with an 
individual motor, the electric motor and 
machine being connected together. They 
can be procured in all sizes. While such 
tools cost a little more at the beginning, 
they will be found cheaper in the long run 
The advantage is that power is only con- 
sumed when machines are in use. ‘The 
power can be turned off as soon as the job 
is completed. When a larger motor is 
used and all machines are run by it, then 
it is only profitable when every machine is 
in use, but a loss occurs if only one of the 
machines is used, which will consume more 
electric current than a smal] individual 
motor. 





to Chloride.—How much acid is required 
to reduce one ounce of platinum to chloride? 
Also what proportion of nitric acid and 
hydrochloric acid must be used? a fh 

ANSWER:—In order to cut down one 
ounce of platinum, it will require from six 
to seven ounces of aqua regia, which con- 
sists of one ounce of nitric and three 
ounces of hydrochloric acid, The platinum 
should be rolled very thin, then cut into 
small pieces and p'aced in a porcelain’ 
evaporating dish. Pour the acid over it. 
To facilitate the action of the acid, warm 
the whole over a small gas flame or a hot 
sand bag, There should not be too much 
heat, or the chloride would become burned 
on the side of the dish. If the action of the 
acid stops before all the platinum is re- 
duced, then add a little more fresh acid. 
The solution must remain over gentle heat 
until it is reduced to the consistency of 
syrup. A glass funnel should be put over 
the evaporating dish, which will assist in 
carrying off the fumes, 

QuesTIon No. 2223.—Hard Soldering 
Solution.—Kindly tell me what proportions 
should be used of a hard soldering solution 
composed of salammoniac, boracic, aqua 
ammonia, water and cyanide potassium.

ANSWER :—A hard soldering solution con- 
taining all the elements given is not known 
to us, A solution called “Miller’s solution” 
consists of phosphoric acid in water, to 
which has been added strong alcohol, It 
is much used in Germany. A later inven- 
tion of a favorite solution is one named 
“Fluoron,’ made by Dr. Wieland, of Pforz- 
heim, which is sold at a moderate price in 
Germany, but its component parts are not 
generally known.
